Resident remembers 


civil rights

On that hot August day in 
1963 when Martin Luther King 
Jr. stood before thousands of 
people in Washington DC. and 
said, “I have a dream/' Jaki 
Galloway of Romulus was 
there. 

“My mother sent me, I rode 
the bus from New York to 
Washington. I was just a kid, 
but I’ll never forget the experi- 
ence. There was lot of energy 
and a lot of bonding. A warm 
feeling comes over me every 
time I hear that speech. It is 
forever etched in my mem- 
ory/* she said. 

Galloway has grown up a lit- 
tle since then. She eventually 
moved from Queens where she 
was born and raised to Michi- 
gan. She earned a graduate de- 
gree in education and develop- 
mental psychology at Andrews 
University in Berrien Springs, 
She is now a working mother in 
Romulus with three children, 
Marcus, 7, Shennoa, 4 and

Natalie, 1. Memories of that 
historic civil rights march in 
Washington have never 
escaped her. 

“1 appreciate what civil 
rights are. I realize that the 
freedoms I enjoy as a black 
woman in America were made 
possible by the suffering of 
others, I can walk into a res- 
taurant and be served and I can 
sit on a bus. I want to give 
thanks to the people who made 
this possible/' she said. 

And she is fulfilling that 
pledge. Exactly one year ago, 
Galloway was watching a com- 
memorative television prog- 
ram about the slain civil rights 
leader. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr, 

“I wondered what could I do 
for his day? Then an idea 
flashed in my mind. I wrote it 
down and ran out of the house to 
a print shop. And that's when I 
composed this card/' she said. 

She pointed to her original 
greeting card with the front in- 
scription 1 Don't Forget the

Wayne officials received 
notice Thursday of a lawsuit 
filed seeking an injunction to 
prohibit the city from purchas- 
ing a 73-acre parcel of land, lo- 
cated on the corner of Van Born 
and Hannan roads, Romulus. 

The land is to be used as a 
wetlands mitigation site to re- 
place land displaced by a $340 
million expansion project of 
the Ford Wayne Assembly 
Plant. The suit was filed by the 
city of Romulus, 

Ford Motor Co, officials have 
announced plan to construct 
the stamping plant just south of 
the assembly plant, on Michi- 
gan Avenue, However; the site 
was found to contain 45 acres of 
wetlands. As a result of the 
state Wetlands Act of 1979, 
areas with wetland vegetation 
are protected under the law 
and cannot be developed unless 
a similar parcel is mitigated 
elsewhere. 

Wayne officials have con- 
ducted a hydrogeolic study on 
the Romulus site, which 
showed the property was suit- 
able for the mitigation. 

The state Department of 
Natural Resources and Harold 
Meiningcr, owner of the prop- 
erty, are also named in the law- 
suit. 

“We have had no contact 
with the city of Wayne since the 
meeting we conducted in 
Romulus council chambers 
Nov, 4/* said Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnaily, who said 
the lawsuit was necessary. 

Romulus City Attorney Bar- 
ry Seif man said, “They have 21 
days to respond. We're not 
trying to stop development. We 
just don’t want our own city 
property underdeveloped/' 

Wayne City Attorney John 
McKi-nney said the city of 
Wayne has done illegal and has 
acted in the rights of any muni- 
cipality. 

“There is nothing in the law- 
suit that would point out that 
we have done anything outside 
of our authority/’ said McKin- 
ney, “IPs not the style for the 
city of Wayne to do anything 
dishonest or illegal.” 

McKinney said there are 
several parts to the lawsuit, in- 
cluding the purchase of proper- 
ty outside its boundaries being 
beyond the scope of the author-

ity of the city. 

“There are three documents 
you look at when deciding the 
rights of a city,” said McKin- 
ney. “The Michigan Constitu- 
tion, the Home Rule Act and the 
city’s charter all allow the city 
of Wayne to purchase property 
outside its boundaries," 

McKinney pointed out that 
the city of Dearborn owns prop- 
erty outside of its boundaries 
(C Dearborn, located in 
Milford, and a senior citizens 
condominium in Florida). 

“The city of Detroit also 
owns property outside its 
boundaries,” McKinney said. 
“I wouldn’t say it’s a common 
occurrence, but it is certainly 
not unusual for this to happen. 

The lawsuit also charges 
Wayne with not following cer- 
tain procedures in regard to 
notifying Romulus officials of 
the pending land sale. 

“It also charges the DNR has 
acted improperly in granting 
the city of Wayne with a per- 
mit, and by allowing the 
mitigation, they have treated 
the two unequally,” said 
McKinney. 

“I don't think any of their 
theories have any basis in the 
law." 

McKinney and the city of 
Wayne have 21 days to respond 
to the suit. Romulus has not 
asked for a temporary res- 
training order in the purchase 
of the property.

Down the drain 

County prisoners supply local labor

A recently negotiated agree- 
ment with Wayne County will 
provide for the cleaning of 
storm drains in the city of 
Romulus this year. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara has made 
cleaning the local drains a top 
priority for 1968, according to 
Mark Edmunds, manager of 
the Division of Administration 
Work Force in the Department 
of Public Services for the 
county. 

To clean these drains, the 
county will utilize persons con- 
victed of misdemeanors as 
laborers. This program is new 
to Wayne County and will pro- 
vide workers in several Wayne 
County communities. 

“Instead of sentencing a per- 
son to jail for committing a 
misdemeanor or non-violent 
crime, the court can direct in- 
dividuals into the 'Alternative 
Community Workforce/ ” said 
Edmunds, And many of these 
people have already found 


their way into the Romulus 
drain system, literally. Resi- 
dents have noticed these indi- 
viduals clad in striped orange 
vests working on the Trouton 
Drain in northeast Romulus. 
As many 100 people can be 
found cleaning debris from 
drains during weekends. About 
50 workers are assigned during 
the week. 

“The weekend program has 
skyrocketed. The program 
operates seven days a week 
wherever work needs to be 
done. Wayne County Sheriffs 
provide the security. Obvious- 
ly, a lot is being accom- 
plished/ 1 he noted. 

The type of work varies in 
each community. “But it’s 
usually dirty, grubby work. We 
make ’em pay for their crime. 
We're not running a day camp. 
If they don't show up. they land 
in jail/' he said. 

“Both the county executive 
and Mayor Beverly McAnaily 
have been working to coordin- 
ate a drain program for the 
city . Wayne County Prosecutor 
John G’Hair was also in- 


strumental in instituting the 
program, Romulus residents 
are long overdue to have their 
drains cleaned by Wayne Coun- 
ty/' Edmunds said 

So far, 1,500 people have 
completed their sentence 
through the 'Alternative Work 
Force/ 

The cost per individual in the 
progra m is $30 a day , often paid 
by the misdemeanant. The cost 
to the county for a day in jail is 
$65, according to Edmunds. 

Last year, McNamara met 
with all community officials to 
identify priorities. 

Currently, the Alternative 
Work crew has cleaned three 
truck loads of debris out of the 
Trouton Drain. The drain will 
be cleaned from Van Born and 
the railroad tracks on the north 
to Wayne and Ecorse roads on 
the south. Work should be com- 
plete in two weeks. Crews will 
then proceed to the H alec reek 
Drain, 

“It's been years since these 
drains have been cleaned, 
They've pulled out ail kinds of 
junk from bikes to tires. 


They’ve cut down three-inch 
trees. In the spring, they'll fin- 
ish cleaning the bottom. This 
should make one heck of a dif- 
ference/’ he noted. 

“In the spring, those drains 
have got to be deep and clean 
Water should flow more easily. 
There should be less flooding. 

The county also benefits 
from jail space the program 
makes available. Contrary to 


public belief, according to 
Edmunds, criminals are not 
freed because the county jails 
are filled. 

'Local jails may be over- 
crowded but each week a bus 
transports prisoners to jails 
throughout Michigan Reserve 
space is now available. The 
nice thing about this program 
is we’re picking up a lot of war- 
rants It's astronomical,” 


Edmunds noted 

At a recent council meeting. 
Councilman Jimmie Raspber- 
ry commented that this drain is 
,l a hazard to local residents.’ 
He asked the mayor to be in- 
cluded on further discussion re- 
garding local drains. 

“It's nice to have free help to 
alleviate this long standing 
problem/' added McAnaily.

Representatives from a con- 
sul ling firm have confirmed 
that the site Wayne officials 
plan to use to replace several 
acres of wetlands for the Ford 
Motor Co. expansion project 
are suitable as a mitigation 
site, city officials reported last 
week. 

CTI and Associates Inc. 
workers have conducted a hyd- 
rogeologic st udy on t he 45 acres 
at Van Born and Hannan roads 
in Romulus. The study re- 
vealed that the land is suitable 
for the implementation of 
“manmade” wetlands* wet- 
lands that were once located 
and later displaced south of the 
Wayne Assembly Plant when 
Ford officials began construc- 
tion of a $340 million stamping 
plant there. 

Understate law. areas desig- 
nated as wetlands, such as the 
Ford site, cannot be developed 
without a waiver from the state 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. To obtain the waiver, 
city officials had to find an 
amount of land equal in size to 
the displaced land and in close 
proximity. They also must de- 
velop the new site as a “man- 
made” wetland, 

By definition, wetlands are 
the bogs, swamps and marshes 
in the state preserved to sup- 
port plant and aquatic life. 

In the report, CTI officials 
said the elevation of the water 
surface is so uniform that the 
water is practically stagnant 
and is not flowing. This is an 
ideal condition for wetland 
mitigation, they said. 


“Our evaluation of t hi* sub- 
soil and groundwater eondi 
lions at the site indicate that 
the proposed site is suitable for 
wetland mitigation/ 1 the re- 
port stated. 

John Zeeh, Wayne assistant 
city manager, said the study 
will now be sent to the DNR for 
approval. 

' The DNR will look over the 
study and see if they will allow 
the property to be used for the 
mitigation/ 1 said Zeeh. “I 
think they have all the informa- 
tion they will need, and I be- 
lieve that they will approve the 
site/ 1 

Zeeh said DNR officials pre- 
viously had concerns about the 
landfill located across from the 
site. 

“They were concerned that 
the wetlands could be adverse- 
ly affected by the landfill, 1 ' 1 
said Zeeh. “But the study 
showed that the landfill is not 
affecting the site/’ 

Wayne officials also hope to 
complete the purchase of the 
Romulus property from a pri- 
vate citizen. Romulus city offi- 
cials, however, have filed suit 
against the city of Wayne, hop- 
ing to halt the sale on the 
grounds that the conversion of 
the land into a wetland would 
eliminate the possibility of the 
land being developed in the fu- 
ture. 

As a wetland owned by the 
city of Wayne, the Romulus 
land would not be subject to 
taxes, as it currently is under 
ownership by a private citizen. 

Despite the lawsuit, Zeeh is 
optimistic that the sale will be 
finalized, 

“We have to see what the

lawsuit states and what bear- 
ing it will have on the proper- 
ty/’ Zeeh saicL “After that is 
resolved, the city council will 
have to decide if they are going 
to buy the property,” 

Zeeh said city officials have 
until March I to decide if they 
will buy the property, 

“We have optioned the prop- 


erty with the owner, which 
means if we want to buy it. he 
has to sell it to us. The option 
was extended to March 1 be- 
cause we needed more time to 
see if we could use the land for 
the mitigation. 11 

The price of the Romulus 
land has not been disclosed.

New program offers adults a healthy beginning

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A job awaits all students who 
successfully complete a new 
course in the Romulus Adult 
Education Program. 

“That’s our goat,’ 1 said Ed 
Clark, coordinator for the new 
program called, “Home Health 
Care Aide/Direct Care 
Worker. 11 

“We want to be sure that the 
people completing this course 
are employable with all the 
necessary skills. And we want 
them to be not only attractive 
to a potential employer but 
have a competitive edge/ 1 he 
added. 

The first group to complete 
the program will graduate 
Feb, 5, The next semester be- 
gins Feb. 5 in the Adult Educa- 
tion Building, 11401 Olive St. in 
Romulus By all accounts, the 
program is a success. 

“Basically, students will re- 
ceive a flexible certificate 
which will allow them to work 
in a wide variety of health care 
facilities, whether this be a 
nursing home or group home/ 1 
said Clark. 

Each student receives appro- 
ximately 300 hours of training 
during the 17- week program. 
They could also earn up to 
seven and-a-half credits toward 
their high school degree 

“It’s a tough program, we re 
not training not just to train. 
The program is unique because 
we expose students to as many

areas in the health field as 
possible including social work 
and mental health Not all stu- 
dents can endure the press- 
ure, he said. 

Teachers conducted field

Students 
were told how to further their 
career after the course. 

“Students had the opportun- 
ity to visit several health care 
facilities. We had speakers 
give students first-hand in- 
formation about the medical 
profession. It’s a complete 


education as opposed to simple 
training. Students develop 
good employment skills at the 
same time they’re developing a 
good attitude/' explained 
Clark, who added the program 
emphasizes student confidence 
and self-esteem.

“Students are trained for en- 
try level positions. They have a 
strong nurses aide and medical 
background. They’ll be able to 
take off from here. The prog- 
ram opens many employment 
doors for the future/’ Clark 
said.

Calling the issue a misunder- 
standing, state Rep. Gerald 
Law (R- Plymouth! said the re- 
cent media attention to the 
taxation of youngsters has 
been overplayed. The issue, he 
explained, is the result of 
changes in federal tax laws and 
cannot be tied directly to any 
action taken at the state level. 

“Nobody at the state level 
has done anything to alter the 
(state) tax laws. In the past, if 
you didn't have to file a federal 
return, you didn't file a state 
return, 1 ’ Law said. 

New federal regulations no 
longer allows a personal ex- 
emption for anyone claimed as 
a dependent on someone else's 
return. That change means 
many teens and part-time job 
holders will complete their 
first tax form this year, since 
all of their wages are taxable. 

However, federal guidelines 
also indicate that anyone who 
has earned less than $2,540 in 
wages and not more than $1 in 
interest income or less than 
$500 in wages but more than $1 
in interest need not file a feder- 
al tax return. 

State tax laws mimic the 
federal regulations regarding 
personal exemptions, but they 
do not contain non-filing provi- 
sions for low-wage earners, 
Law explained. Thus, youngs- 
ters in the state, who receive no 
personal exemption since their 
parents will claim them as de- 
pendents, are now subject to 
the 4.6 percent state tax on all 
1987 earnings. 

State Sen. George Hart (D- 
Dearborn) said the taxation of 
children was not the intention 
of lawmakers at either the 
federal or state level. Tax re- 
forms, Hart said, were meant 
to target college students mak- 
ing a substantial amount of 
money while living at home 
and also parents who attempt 
to avoid higher taxes by tunnel- 
ing monies into children's sav- 
ings accounts and trust funds. 

Hart believes changes in the 
state law are necessary. 

“This is ridiculous. If (the 
state lawmakers) recognize an 
inequity, they will correct it. 
They have done it before, 

“We have always corrected 
any inequity," he continued. 

State Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland) agreed. 

“Obviously, I think there has 
been a mistake because of the 
cross-filing of federal returns 
and state. returns," Faust said. 
“I don't think anyone intended 
that there would be taxation of 
young people. It would be a 
tragedy to ever attempt to do 
that." 

Two proposals were sug- 
gested to correct the taxation 
problem. Under a plan sug- 
gested by Rep. Shirley Johnson 
(R-Royal Oak), youngsters 
would be excused from tax- 
filing duties if they are 17 or 
younger and earn less than 
$1,500. 

Sen. John Kelly (D-Detroit) 
suggested that the age be re- 
duced to 14 and income level 
increased to $2,540.

1 988 viewed as buyer’s market

If you're planning to purch- 
ase a house soon, 1988 is your 
year. 

That's the message from loc- 
al and area real estate people 
who agree that “1988 is a 
buyer's market/' Despite the 
Oct. 19, 1987, stock market 
crash and the recent layoffs by 
the “Big Three" automobile 
manufacturers, area brokers 
remain optimistic about home 
sales during the next 12 
months. 

“Consumer demand for 
housing has been and remains 
strong in western Wayne Coun- 
ty," said Dottie LeSuer, of the 
Westland-based Earl Keim 
Realty office. “The chemistry 
is there for a good market be- 
cause of the low interest and 
what I believe will be a stable 
rate for the year." 

According to the Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board 
of Realtors, there were 170 
sales of homes in Westland, 
with the average home selling 
for $53,439. There were 1,407 
listings in the city, 

“Because this is an election 
(presidential) year," LeSuer 
continued, “one doesn't antici- 
pate a wide swing in the in- 
terest rates. Therefore, I would 
have to believe the market for 
homes will be there." 

However, LeSuer cautioned, 
because of a lack of listings, 
home buyers will not have a 
wide range from which to 
select, 

“It won’t be like that record 


summer of 1986 w r hen everyone 
appeared to want to sell, and 
everyone wanted to buy. That 
was a perfect marriage,” she 
said. 

Willie G. Williams, of Will 
Cooperate. Inc.* a Realtor in 
Inkster, concurred with 
LeSuer's analysis. He* too, is 
optimistic because of what 
national and local prognostica- 
tors arc predicting about home 
sales. 

“The interest rates are 
where homes can be affordable 
for first-time home buyers," 
Williams said. “In fact, I be- 
lieve they may come down a bit 
during the year because of the 
economy. And, despite those 
layoffs by the auto companies, 
I believe there are enough 
buyers out there to keep the 
momentum going/' 

The next few months may be 
the best time to purchase a 
home, according to Marjory R, 
Pickett, president of the Metro 
Multiple Listing Service. 

“Early in the year could be 
the best time for buyers to en- 
ter the market, " she said. 
“The supply of homes in most 
areas will be adequate to meet 
the demands, but no improve- 
ment is expected in the pace of 
listings, now at the lowest level 
in the 1980s /' 

Inventory is low everywhere, 
Realtors say, 

“Good homes are harder to 
come by," said Jean.Chudzins- 
ki, of Century 21, Belleville, 
“but people are looking. There 
is a definite interest, and it is a 
buyer’s market. 

“And I don’t believe that the 
stock market or the economy is 


going to stop a potential home 
buyer," Chudzinski continued, 
“because usually they aren't 
the people who invest money in 
stocks. People who can't afford 
to play the market (stock), 
usually don't, 

"When it comes to home 
sales in our area, I am looking 
for a good year/' she added. 

Wayne's L, Paul Newcomer, 
an independent, projects a 
“stable market when it comes 
to selling and buying homes in 
the city." 

“Ford is constructing a mul- 
ti-million plant here, and 
you're going to need homes to 
house these workers/* New- 
comer stressed. “And there 
are always transfers and re- 
locations. I am not being 
idealistic but realistic when I 
say that business should be 
good this year." 

All of the area Realtors 
agreed that home .ownership 
remains attractive for many 
reasons. Most noted that both 
mortgage, interest and proper- 
ty taxes remain as federal, 
state and local deductions that 
cut ownership costs and make 
home ownership attractive. 

And rising home values 
throughout most of western 
Wayne County during the next 
couple of years will provide a 
hedge against inflation, which 
some economists predict will 
increase 4.2 percent locally 
next year and 5.5 percent in 
1990. 

“We just can’t list enough 
(homes),’ 1 said Ryan Jung, of 
Canton Realty. “The demand 
is there, and I can't see any- 
thing in the nearest future pre- 
venting another good year."

McNamara details solvency plan

When Edward McNamara 
took office as the first Wayne 
County executive, he expected 
to the find a deficit. However, he 
didnot anticipate that the coun- 
ty was more than $25 million “in 
the hole" than had been pro- 
jected. 

McNamara reported to the 17- 
member Conference of Western 
Wayne that reduction of the de- 
ficit has been one of his prime 
focuses since taking office. 
First, he said, was the elimina- 
tion of some departments and 
areas, the banning of all out- 
state travel by county em- 
ployees and a freeze on employ- 
ment. 

Suspect bound for 
trial in shooting 

A 38-year-old Westland man 
charged in the Jan, 3 shooting 
death of 37-year-old Cumel R. 
Austin, of Inkster, has been 
bound over to the Wayne County 
Circuit Court, following a pre- 
liminary examination Jan. 11. 

Bonnie Lamar Jones remains 
in custody at the Wayne County 
jail, pending a pre-trial date in 
the circuit court. Jones was 
bound over on charges of 
second-degree murder by West- 
land 18th District Court Judge 
Gail McKnight, 


Reductions and belt- 
tightening were not enough to 
balance the county budget, 
McNamara told the CWW rep- 
resentatives. However, when 
additional sources of revenue 
were investigated, the county 
executive found many of them 
were “already tied up," For ex- 
ample, even though there cur- 
rently is not a tax on lottery tick- 
et winnings, in the event that 
one is adopted it would be ear- 
marked for education.

for the county. Wayne county 
provides 90 percent of the indi- 
gent health care in the state, 
and the remaining 10 percent is 
provided in the remaining 83 
counties, he said. 

The county executive said 
there is a constant need to seek 
new sources of revenue “just to 
stay even." Wage hikes and 
arbitration awards increase 
county expenses, he said. In 
addition, normal hikes in the 
prices of goods and services add 
to increased costs for the 
county.

Merriman widening 
to net conidor 

The widening of Merriman 
Road to five lanes from Joy 
Road to Metro Airport may re- 
sult in another “golden corri- 
dor' * of economic development, 
according to Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Edward McNamara, 
McNamara said federal 
funds are being sought for the 
project. If the funds are re- 
ceived, the widening of the ma- 
jor thoroughfare could be com- 
pleted by 1991, McNamara told 
the members of the Conference 
of Western Wayne at the Jan, 8 
meeting. 

Joseph Benyo, of Westland, a 
member of the Eloise Develop- 
ment Task Force, said he was 
pleased to hear that the county 
is seeking funds for the project, 
which the task force and the 
Westland Economic Develop- 
ment Commission has been re- 
questing for a long time, Benyo 
said the widening of Merriman 
Road is a key to the economic 
growth and development of the 
area, particularly the former 
Eloise property 

“When the road is widened/ 1 
Benyo said, “there won't be any 
vacant property left. 1 believe 
that not only the Eloise proper- 
ty, but the vacant property in 
Inkster and throughout the area 
will be snapped up - not by spe- 
culators - but by developers 
who will bring about the growth 
and expansion of the area." 

In addition, Benyo said, the 
development of new businesses 
will encourage the improve- 
ment and upgrading of the adja- 
cent areas which have already 
been developed. 

Wayne County owns 270 acres 
of surplus land at the Michigan 
Avenue site of the former 
medical center and mental care 
facility, which it has sought to 
sell for a combination of re- 
sidential, industrial and com- 
mercial uses. 

Legality of special 
tax reviewed 

If local communities continue 
to establish tax increment 
financing districts, the legality 
of the TIFA districts may be 
challenged in court suits, 
according to Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Ed McNamara. 

The county chief executive re- 
ported that TIFA districts in the 
western part of the state are 
being challenged by local school 
districts. 

In his remarks to members of 
the Conference of Western 
Wayne Jan. 8, McNamara noted 
that the county is losing $4 mil- 
lion a year in revenues * half 
from TIFAs established in the 
city of Detroit. McNamara said 
most of the projects in the down- 
town area of Detroit were fi- 
nanced through TIFAs, which 
capture the increased tax dol- 
lars for use within the districts 
rather than to the county and 
other local taxing entities. 

McNamara said he did not 
foresee any changes in the sta- 
tus of current TIFA districts. In 
the event that changes are 
made in the future, McNamara 
said, he hopes current TIFAs 
will be “grandfathered. “ 

Expansions eyed 
at area airports 

Expansion plans may be on 
the horizon for Willow Run Air- 
port, as well as Metro Airport, 
In a report to the 17-member 
Conference of Western Wayne 
Jan. 8, Wayne County Execu- 
tive Edward McNamara pre- 
dicted expansion of cargo and 
executive-type air traffic at the 
airport which is partially lo- 
cated in Van Buren Township. 

McNamara reported that in- 
terest the Willow Run facility 
has been expressed by Tom 
Monaghan, owner of Domino's 
Pizza, and Heinz Prechter, own- 
er of several downriver 
businesses. The county execu- 
tive noted that interest by the 
two major entrepreneurs could 
spark interest by other people in 
the business community. 

Although no concrete plans 
are in the works, McNamara 
said he “sees expansion in the 
future . ’ 1 The chief county execu- 
tive said the facility needs to ex- 
pand to the north - a 200-acre 
site owned by General Motors 
Corp.

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Incinerator: 5 years later, furnaces are fired

Workers at the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation An 
Hiority, in Dearborn Heights, 
will be "fired up“ next month. 
Jut not because they are angry 
with their employer. 

The workers will be firing up 
two 250-ton trash-burning fur- 
naces at the CWCSA incinera- 
tion complex, located on Inkster 
Road, after a five-year shut- 
down of the facility. The reopen- 
ing of the furnaces in mid- 
February is the result of a $12 
million renovation project of the 
plant, It is also marks the end of 
burying solid wastes in landfills 
or residents of the five CWCSA 
member communities - includ- 
ing Wayne, Westland, Inkster, 
Garden City and Dearborn 
Heights, 

Ulrich C. Bauser, executive 
director of the Authority, said 
the advantage of burning gar- 
bage rather than burying it is 
primarily in the fact that burn- 
ing is “more final" and docs not 
require the continuous supply of 
vacant land landfills do. 

Wayne County officials for 
several months been addres- 
sing a landfill problem in Wayne 
County, a problem they say will 
escalate kharply by the year 
2000. It is in that same year 
county officials hope to be 
almost completely non-reliant 
on landfills. 

“If you buy an acre of land 
and use it as a landfill, eventual- 
ly you will fill it up and have to 
buy another landfill/ 1 Bauser 
said. "(Burning garbage) 
means Less use of land space. 
And you can keep burning as 
low as you maintain (the in- 
cinerator furnaces)/ 1 
The three furnaces at the 
CWCSA complex were ordered 
shut down Dec. 31, 1982, by 
federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency officials. The fur- 
naces, the feds said, failed to 
meet national clean-air stan- 
dards. 

Since the shutdown, the facil- 
ity has been used as a transfer 
site for the about 470 tons of gar- 
bage generated each day by the 
five member communities. 
Garbage trucks in the five cities 
would deposit refuge at the site. 
The wastes were then com- 


pacted and hauled via trucks to 
a landfill in Canton Township or 
Washtenaw County. 

[ lowever, in 1985, voters in the 
five member communities 
approved an up- to l-mill, 15- 
year tax hike to fund a renova- 
tion of the air pollution control 
devices for two of the three fur- 
naces at the Authority. Because 
of a few delays, the project is 
just shy of the Jan, 4 start up 
date Bauser had set as a target. 

“It was a long, hard struggle. 
But I think it w r as well worth the 
effort/ 1 Bauser said, comment- 
ing on the campaign to garner 
voter support for the project. 
“This provides a permanent 
solution to the waste problems 
of the five communities/' 

With a current start-up date 
set for Feb. 15, the two furnaces 
- complete with a newly instal- 
led smoke stack and air- 
cleaning electrostatic precipita- 
tors, which draw unburned 
particles into metal plates 
rather than releasing them into 
the air - will burn around the 
clock, seven days per week, 
Bauser said. Currently, the site 
is operated 16 hours per day, 
five days per week 

Because of the extended 
hours, 15 new employees will be 
added to the payroll, Bauser 
said. Funding for the additions 
to the payroll will be provided 
by the savings Authority offi- 
cials will realize when they no 
longer must rely on costly land- 
fill gate charges. 

In all, however, the cost of 
burning wastes or burying them 
is about the same - about $18 per 
ton, Bauser said. 

Constructed in 1964 for the 
five communities at a cost of $31 
million, the CWCSA inciner- 
ators have undergone one other 
major remodeling. In 1970, vo- 
ters approved a $3.1 million mil- 
lage issue which funded the 
addition of a third, 500-ton- 
capacity furnace (which will not 
currently be needed because of 
low garbage volume) and facili- 
ties for the building to act as a 
transfer site. 

It was in 1970 that the fur- 
naces burned a peak amount of 
refuge -about 1,300 tons per day 
- and served the five member 
communities in addition to the 
cities of Taylor and Allen Park. 

The Authority is one of three 


operating garbage-burning 
facilities in southeastern Michi- 
gan A fourth plant -different in 
design from its three predeces- 
sors which use mass burning as 
opposed to a new selective- 
burning process -is expected to 
go on line in the city of Detroit in 
1989. 

In the CWCSA operation, gar- 
bage is transferred by a crane 
from a storage area at the plant 
into one of the 1700-degree fur- 
naces. The refuse travels along 
tiered conveyor belt until it 
reaches an ash discharge area. 
The remaining ashes represent 
one-tenth of the original gar- 
bage in volume, Bauser said. 

The ashes produced in the 
process are taklm to a Huron 
Township landfill owned by the 
CWCSA. Only incinerator ashes 
can be dumped at the site. Baus- 
er said. 

About one-hair of the ashes 
are metals and are magnetical- 
ly removed and returned to a 
manufacturer. The remaining 
ashes are buried. 

The gases resulting from the 
burning process travel into an 
enclosed chamber and, even- 
tually, into the electrostatic pre- 
cipitator. After the gases are 
cleared of hazardous air pollu- 
tants, they are released into the 
facility smokestack. 

In a second phase of the re- 
novation project, Bauser said, 
the gases and steam will be har- 
nessed and used to produce elec* 
tricity. The electricity can then 
be sold, and monies obtained 
can be used to fund the CWCSA 
operation. 

A similar plan has been set for 
the new Detroit facility. 

However, Bauser said, turn- 
ing garbage into electricity 
might be several years down the 
road. First, he said, additional 
equipment must be installed on 
the furnaces at a cost of about 
$45 million. 

A more immediate and 
affordable plan, he continued, is 
to interest other communities in 
joining the sanitation authority 
and edging closer to the county 
goal of not relying on landfills. If 
enough community officials ex- 
press an interest in joining the 
CWCSA, Bauser said, plans to 
install new air-cleaning devices 
on the third, unused furnace 
could begin.

ASTHMA 
TREATMENTS- 
FROM CHICKEN 
SOUP TO 

IMMUNOTHERAPY

The first successful treatment for 
asthma was discovered by a physician 
in the 12th century. His remedy was 
“the soup of fat hens." Thai's right 
— good old chicken soup. This cure 
has been utilized by mothers and 
grandmothers for all their families 1 
breathing problems since that time. 

However, newer remedies, as well 
as our understanding of asthma, have 
grown tremendously in the last 20 
years. 

WHAT IS ASTHMA? 

Asthma is a disease of the 
breathing passages. The term asthma 
comes from the Greek word meaning 
to “pant” or “gasp” The symptoms 
include coughing, shortness of 
breath, and wheezing. They are 
produced by an increased production 
of mucous in the airway, swelling of 
the lining of the airway and 
tightening of small muscles found in 
the wall of these airways. All of these 
factors make moving air in and out 
of the lung more difficult, so that a

person breathes more rapidly and has 
to “push” the air out of the lungs. 

The severity and frequency of these 
symptoms can vary greatly. Some 
patients experience only mild 
coughing, while others may require 
emergency treatment. If left 
unchecked, severe asthma may result 
in death. 

We know that about 10 million 
people in the United States have 
asthma, and that in 1987 about 4,000 
deaths will be caused by it. The 
number of these deaths has been 
increasing over the last decade. It has 
happened worldwide, and medical 
experts are unable to explain the 
increase. 

Asthma is the primary cause of 
school days missed by children. An 
allergy background can be found in 
more than 50 percent of persons with 
asthma. 


WHAT CAN BF. DONE? 

Fortunately, there are diagnostic 
techniques to detect the cause of 
asthma, and develop treatments to 
control its effects. 

In next week's article, I will discuss 
these techniques and treatments.

We speak of the decision of the Romulus Board of Education 
to publish legal notices with a new publication in the city. The 
new product is distributed at no cost in a supermarket and on 
cigarette stands throughout the city. Several small markets also 
have the "The Little Paper" at their locations. 

The decision of the members of the board was based, we arc 
confident, on a sincere desire to help a new business in the city 
and in good faith. Unfortunately, it is clearly illegal. 

The laws of the state of Michigan regarding the publication of 
required legal notices is very specific. The provisions for the 
privilege of publishing legal notices for a municipality or school 
district require publication at no less than weekly intervals for 
one year for a paid publication and at no less than weekly for 
two years for a free publication. There is a requirement for a 
bona-fide list of subscribers, 25 percent news and editorial 
content and dissemination of news and information in the En- 
glish language The paper to which members of the Romulus 
School Board awarded the minutes may comply under some of 
these provisions, but it has not been published weekly for at least 
one year. Therefore, it cannot be considered a qualifying news- 
paper under the law. 

These regulations are very clear and have been upheld 
numerous times in courts and substantiated with several opin- 
ions from Michigan State Attorney General Frank Kelley. 
There is no question and the law is clear . But any position can 
be argued - and convincingly The new publication argued 
convincingly that having a list of 40 or so paid subscribers is the 
only provision of the law which must be met. 

School boards, unlike municipalities, are not required by law to 
publish minutes of the regular meetings. Therefore, as mi- 
nutes are the only items published to date in the non-complying 
publication, it would appear there is no legal violation. But that 
could soon change. r 

The members of the board are seriously considering a bond 
issue for nearly $10 million, and notices regarding this action, 
information pertinent to the issue must be legally published. To 
fail to comply with the law in this matter could negate any 
action or decision of the board and render their action null and 
void. 

Those are serious consequences, indeed. 

To seek to help the underdog, the guy who needs some help, the 
new kid in town, is a human reaction and, frankly, quite 
admirable in many cases. It is, in fact, the usual American 
support of free enterprise and entreprenuership. But to violate 
the law in offering such help is unconscionable. 

And for a school district to choose to voluntarily publish 
non-required notices in a non-complying publication can only 
be considered a gift. 

Do taxpayers sanction that gift? Are they willing to spend 
their money in an effort to support a private business which 
provides no educational benefit? 

There is no question, in our minds, of the ethics and stan- 
dards in place in this situation. We are guilty of allowing our 
professional pride in the newspaper we produce each week to 
color our thinking in the matter. Obviously, our standards o:: 
journalism and objectivity are far, far different from those 
employed at “The Little Paper." But, in the final analysis, 
there is always room for improvement, even with the best 
weekly newspaper in the state, and always room for competi- 
tion. 

But there is never room for even the appearance of wrong- 
doing by an elected official in any capacity. The members o; 
the Romulus School Board have, with good intentions, come 
very, very close to the line in ignoring the recommendation of 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. William Bedell, a man employed 
to professionally operate and manage the district. 

We would urge members of the board to listen carefully, very 
carefully, to the opinion of their attorneys in this situation anc 
to weigh that opinion against the copies of the attorney gener- 
al's ruling which we have provided them, along with copies of 
the law.

The times that 1 agree with 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
are few and far between, but hej 
is right on the mark with his con- 
cern of conflict of interest in this 
case. How Mayor Me Anally can 
hire a labor negotiator, or even 
discuss such a proposition for 
the DPW director's job while 
negotiating the union workers' 
contract, is nothing short of 
lunacy. However, Mr. Raspber- 
ry did not go far enough in his 
criticism. 1 presume this is be- 
cause he is unaware that city 
council adopted a policy for hir- 
ing and hiring qualifications on 
Aug. 11, 1986, when Raspberry 


was off the council. The mayor s 
action as well as response from 
city council are nothing short of 
comical, if not sickening. 

As then a member of city 
council, in February 1984, 
Mayor McAnally approached 
city council for approval on a 
$13,000 job classification study. 
And, after much discussion, it 
was finally approved in August. 
In various meetings and letters 
to council, McAnally empha- 
sized the need of the study in 
order to stabilize the city and 
bring hiring qualifications and 
wages into line, so Romulus 
could attract qualified people to 
fill positions.

1 am a 
firm believer that actions speak 
louder than words, and the ac- 
tions of Mayor McAnally on this 
issue prove different from her 
words. 

Furthermore, on Aug. 11, 
1986, with council resolution 86- 
405, city council formally 
adopted, at the mayor's recom- 
mendation, the job/ wage classi- 
fication study as city policy. So 
we ask ourselves, does her 
appointment of a labor nego- 
tiator fill the following qual- 
ifications as recommended by 
the mayor and adopted by city 
council? When those qualifica- 


tions clearly state the following : 

Education - Special or tech- 
nical training equivalent to 
several years of college, with 
courses taken in engineering, 
business administration or re- 
lated fields * 

Experience - A minimum of 
seven years of progressively 
more responsible public works 
experience, preferably in a 
municipality involving exten- 
sive supervisory responsibili- 
ties or equivalent. Twelve 
months break-in period . 

Necessary special require- 
ments - Possession of a State of 
Michigan Class S-l Water Dis- 
tribution System Certification 

So, residents of Romulus, I 
ask you - Did McAnally appoint 
such a qualified person to con- 
trol the most important depart- 
ment within the city? Did McA- 
nally follow the recommenda- 
tion she submitted to council for 
city policy? The very answer is 
"no/* 

And will city council demand 
that city policy be followed in 
the hiring of people by the policy 
they adopted Aug, 11, 1986? I 
doubt it. Now citizens of Romu- 
lus, think of the legal ramifica- 
tions of having an unqualified 
DPW director,

The Federal Reserve Board 
finds itself in a unique, unpre- 
pared position, this week. The 
sudden strength in the dollar 
last week was a welcome, hard- 
to-explain surprise. It may have 
escaped most “American” 
observers that the Japanese 
political leaders also have lobby 
groups. As they agreed to let the 
value of the dollar decline* it

Without any prodding from 
the U*S. Fed, Japan moved to 
increase the value of the dollar.

Gold and silver 
prices will continue to be under 
selling pressure, as large re- 
serves come to the market to 
generate cash, 

The short-term traders will 
open the session continuing to 
furnish inventory, putting addi- 
tional downward pressure on 
stock prices. The market ability 
to absorb this inventory will 
cause traders by mid-session to 
move to the buy side. 

Intermediate - and long-term 
traders will stand aside early in 
the session, but will be wilting 
buyers as we close out the ses- 
sion.

History: The Detroit Auto Show dates to 1899, when William E Metzger, of Detroit, a wholesale 
bicycle merchant, scheduled such a show at the Light Guard Armory. (He had staged a 
similiar show in 1895 in London, England.) Even though the crowd numbered a mere 200, the 
promoters - including the Fletcher Hardware Co, - were so elated with their success that they 
staged a party for the exhibitors, which Metzger later claimed absorbed nearly all of the 
profits. 

The show was later continued by the large Detroit auto manufacturers, staged at the state fair 
grounds and the Detroit Artillery Armory. In 1965, the 50th anniversary of the event, the Detroit 
Auto Show was moved to Cobo Hall, where it has remained. 

THE 1 988 SHOW is under the direction of Ken Meade, owner of Pointe Dodge, Detroit. In 
1971, when opening the dealership, Meade became the youngest Dodge dealer in the country. 
Having been named as the 1988 Detroit Auto Show Chairman, Meade said he looks forward to the 
show this year with enthusiasm. 

“I view as a terrific challenge. The show has 72 years of tradition behind it, and we strive to 
improve it each year,” Meade said.
